The navigation season has begun on the upper part of the Ob' Elver. 
Freight transport will be substantially increased this year and river workers 
will attempt to reach the 1950 level. In 1948, only two of the 18 Ob' River 
ships vhiJA had pledged to operate according to the example set by the Volga 
steamer Ruslan, fulfilled their plodge. The unproductive idle period of 
ships in loading end unloading, refueling, etc., was the coief casue for the 
transport lag on the Ob'. 

In 1948, the fleet also failed to load ships to full capacity, with 
the result that transport coets were increased. Ihot year's income from 
transport on the Ob* was considerably less than estimated because of losses 
arising free improper storage and handling of freight and failure to moot 
schedules.
